THE ENGLISH CHAMPION IN AUSTRALIA. 
No sooner have England's cricketers quitted the 
Australian colonies than the steamship which 
conveyad them to their destination has amongst her 
passengers, on her very next outward voyage from 
Liverpool, avothor English celebrity in the porson 
of Mr, John Roberts, the talented exponent of the 
game of billiards, We understand that Mr. Roberts 
has preferred the alternative of going ‘on his own 
hook” to the many teiipting offers which have been 
made him by.the speculators who abound in the 
colonies, which speaks well fur his enterprising 
spirit: “By the last Australian mail, we receive the 
following items of news of the champion’s move- 
mentei--The first match played was between Mr. 
Roberts, and Mr, Lamb, the best player in the 
colony, at the Albion Billiard-rooms, Melbourne, 
on Tuesday, August 2, which had been specially 
fitted up for the occasion, the charge for admission 
being ,£1 per head: Both players, especially 
Roberts, were réceived with loud plaudits. Messrs. 
Alcock and ‘Co., of Melbourne, — maonfactured 
the table ‘expressly to order, and it was pro- 
nounced by the Champion to be faultless, no 
méan praise for the above firm. Roberts gave Lamb 
350) in 1,000, and the game commenced at eight 
o'clock, and. for some time the pace was slow. 
When Lamb had advanced his score to 441, Roberts 
completedshis first hundred, the largest break there- 
in being 35,.-Lamb exhibited some good play up 
to 511, by which time Roberts had reached 269, no 
break exceeding 27. Between this and $24 he got 
62 off the balls, At the end of the first two hours, 
when the game stood—Lamb 574, Roberts 509, half 
an hour's adjournment.took place. After resuming, 
Hoberts soon passed his antagonist, the score de- 
noting Lamb, 694; Roberts, 704. A. break of 66, 
including sixteen spot-hazards, brought the Cham- 
pion up to 770, from which point he went rapid) 
ahead, and at 866 his longest break (81) occurred, 
taking the tally up to 950. In this break he began 
with the spot-stroke fifteen times, and, after an in- 
teryening cannon, ten more red winning hazards, 
getting out with a comparatively easy stroke, 
Lantb .in. the meantime advanced hia score to 700.

Mr. JAmEs, of the 
New York Clipper, left London en route for Kingstown on Monday 
evening ; and we wished him a prosperous voyage to the desecrated, 
distracted country, to which he was “outward bound,” for we inwardly 
calculated that we should never see him again abroad on such a wooden- 
nut megged mission.

genuineness of the match, or of that good faith which should have been kept by 
the promoters with the public—especially when it is remembered that alone by 
the sypport of the latter can the ring be maintained as a permanent institution, 
or, indeed, kept at all in existence very much longer. Having, since articles were 
signed, looked forward with perfect confidence to the success of the Enauis 
Cuamrroy, in the eventof Mace and Coburn really meeting within the ropes, I 
should, of course, have been fearfully chagrined by recent events, had I finally cal- 
culated, as othirs had dine, on the certainty, or even the probability, of a battle; 
but believing as 1 did for the best reasons, even admitting the possibtli/y of the ar- 
rangements being bong file, thet Mace and his party were ‘ soli,” with their eyes 
open, by Yanteecunningand dupticity, [must confess candidly that matters turned 
out pretty much aslexpected, and long before predicatedin your paper ; for, equally 
with hundreds with whom I conversed on thesubdject, Ivonld discern ponderous dif- 
fieultiesin the distance, which, to my mind, even then were insuperable. In giaue- 
ing at the articles when drawn up andsigned, what has since supervened must 
have struck tho most ordinary observer as extremely singular, if not entirely un- 

vovodented, namely, that the £100 given to Coburn for expenses were made con- 
ditional, not on the latter yighting (ax musi have been, had the transaction been 
business-like and straightforward), but were considerately to be dropped into that 
gentleman's purse on tho simple stipulation o¢ his ennclusively staking for the 
match!

Were the match “on the square,” it 
must at once have struck ‘the “darkes! imagination” that dificult and com- 
plicated circumstances might have arisen between staking the Jast deposit and 
the fight coming off. Mareover, as the appointment of a referee, one of the roost 
vital conditions, was left almost tothe very last moment; another proof, to my 
mindat all events, that'ina match so poguliarly exciting, and in which, whatever 
said to the contrary, nationalities weighed immensely, most important contingen- 
cies were left wholly wiproves for, without estimating the questionable omis- 
sion of proper ropes and stakes, desirable means secured for transit to the s¢ene 
of action, and numerous other highly suspicious lapses of memory now Amnoces- 
gary to canvass,. Everything considered, however, I am pleased that Mace did 
not fight in Tipperary, a3 Lam cape satisfied that he would not have been per: 
mitted to win, were he able to achieve certain success; for in a combat where tha 
national feeling was.so intensely ap ealed to by the colours of both men, I have 
little belief in thepublic sense of fair play ;—but stillless so when almost golely 
dependent on the diseretion of the impulsive qnd unreasoning Celt. 

Allusion has been made by one of your correspondents to the cul able pub 
licity given by the Coburn party to the place of meeting: ‘This, Sir, 1 can fully 
endorse, and {may further state that I am in a position to prove that for at least

‘Atkinson, of Church-street, Deptford, sued the defendant, John Welch’ 
for £10, the atakes of bets eens with him and with. two. other pilots 
or watermen living at Monkwearmouth, named. Tees Atkingos and 
William Winter. 
on the Sth September, and on, being asked by the plaintiff, who was a 
backer of Cooper, James Atkinson and Winter, each bet him £5, to £4 
that Chambers would win. , The money was deposited in the hands of 
the defendant, Welch, who also beat. the plaintiff £2 10s. to £2 on 
Chambers. This made £10 altogether of Atkingon’s money in Welch's 
hands, and for that amount the action was brought. It was stated, 
however, that 30s. of it belonged to a butcher whe was a partner in the 
bet upon Cooper. Tho plaintiff alleged that after the race on Monday 
he went and saw the two defendants at Monkwearmouth Shore, on 
Tuesday and declared tho bets off. At four o'clock the same afternoon, 
ho saw the defendant and also declared off to him before he wont. off 
to Newcastle to seo the second race. He was always under the im- 
prossion that according to the Jaws of sporting, bets were off when the 
event failed to come off. For the defeneant it was contended that the 
agreement was that the bets should go with the stakes, which on the 
second day went to Chambers. It was not to be considered as second 
and another race, but only a continuation of the samé contest which 
was begun on the Monday and endedin a foul. Witnesses were called 
to piove that when the bets were made the plaintiff axpressly stipulated, 
that the bets should go in the same way as the stakes, Plaintiff, how- 
ever, had lost confidenco in Coopor after seeing the first race, and told 
the people who gave evidence that Cooper was ‘a. dirty man, and if 
he had been referee on the Monday he would have given the resnit in 
favour of Chambers.” James Atkinson retorted that Cooper's backers 
wore ‘dirty men” too, and declined to have the bets declared off, 
His Honour, however, did not take the defendant's view of the case, 
but gave judgment in favour of the plaintiff for the full’ amount 
claimed.

Tom Grant, the aquatic trainer and Umpire Champion of the Trent, 
Pilot to Robert Chambers, Champion of the World, and teacher of 
rowing to the Dublin University B.C. The above well known clever 
and respected aquatic trainer, was first introduced to the rowing 
World under the auspices and masterly tuition of Harry Olasper, on 

ew Year's day 1849, when he defeated Boyle, one of the celebrated 

orth Shields crew, for £20, on the Tyne, rowing round his opponent, 
who had adopted fouling tactics, at two miles, and like the great Cham~- 

srs of the present day, gaining the applause and esteem of his 
friends for his pluck and gallantry. We find him at Talkin Tarn, 
and other local regattas, rowing stroke to a four, with varied success, 
in the samo year. In 1850, being involved in litigation respecting 
some property in the Court of Chancery, he came to London and 
Spent most. of his time between the Feathers at Wandsworth 
and “the Ship at Mortlake, the renowned: Robet Coombes be- 
ing then the proprietor of the latter river-side hotel. Becoming a 
Breat favourite with the Champion Robert, and from whom he 
Teceived many a valuable wrinkle, it was thought by many they 
Would become nearly related. ‘That match, however, was off, and in 

851 he rowed Charies Buxton, champion of the Trent, for £50 a side 
andthe championship, over three milesandahalf, at Nottingham, Here 
again ho showed determination to avoid fouling, by actually stopping 
and allowing Buxton to ahead, rowing outside of him and reac ing 
the goal first by one hundred yards. On this occasion he was traine 
by Haward Hawks, uncle to the celebrated Claspers, and but for whom 
he would have had to pay forfeit, much unpleasantness having taken 
puted in the *iintributton of the stakes, a small modicum of which 
ound its way to the pocket of the winner. He vowed never to row 
Another match unless some one undertook to find the whole of the 
money. We now lose sight of him until 1853, when we find him 
accompanying James Oandlish in his victorious matches with Tom 
McKinney, and at each and every Thames Regatta where Harry 
Clasper contended there he was sure to be, We hoar of him 
again at the Hast, devoting his time and attention to train- 
ing and improving the styles of the different watermen 
placed under ~ his charge, commencing with a couple of 
pairs, both of whom won. Then followed Rice, of Limehouse, 
Cannon of Wapping, Childs of Limehouse, Corby of Gravesend, 
Tom Pocock, of Lambeth—all winners; Childs three times, and 
Oannon twice, out of nine matches, below bridge, two only coming to 
grief. ‘Indeed, in such estimation was his abilities held as a trainer, 
that six to four was generally laid on Tommy Grant's man. In 1857 
he was engaged by a gentleman (a great authority in aquatic matters) 
to accompany ,him in a rowing tour through the Highlands of Scot- 
land; and in 1858 was engaged by the Oxford University B. OC, to 
row in Paris with their crew; and in the same year, no Oxford crew 
contending at Henley Regatta, was engaged to attend upon the Cam- 
bridge University crew winners of the Grand Challenge Cup. In 1860 
he laid the foundation of the present formidable style of rowing in the 
Cork Harbour Rowing Club, Mr. Corbet, their present accom lished 
stroke, being one of his pupils. Space will not permit us to go further 
into his numerous engagements as an squatic trainer and umpire, his 
Successes and reverses; yet wo cannot pass over his greatest perform~ 
®nce ag a skilful general in aquatics—viz., the showing up or piloting 
Robert Chambers in Lis match with Kelly for the Championship 
of the Thames. Knowing that a dead tide would be so many points in
